Dear Mr. Kelley; 

I understand that the Planning Commission is considering action 
to change Lots 11, 12 and 13 of Parks Addition from R1 to B3B, 
and we wish to express our viewpoint on such a change. 

The Housing Authority of the City of Fort Wayne has had great diffi¬ 
culty maintaining a healthy residential character for its project 
known as Brookmill Court, Indiana 3-7, and this petition to change 
the area bounded on Whitmore Street and Westview Avenue would fur¬ 
ther complicate that problem. One of the difficulties with the 
Brookmill Project is that in its original planning, property 
facing in the east and west directions have no direct access to 
their front door, and extensive plans and commitments have been 
made to create proper entrances on the east and west, specifically 
along Whitmore Street. This commitment involves large expendi¬ 
tures by HUD and substantial commitments by the City through its 
Revenue Sharing Programs. Planning has begun and initiation for 
the acquisition of properties directly adjacent to the planned, 
zone change has occurred. A change of the type requested would- ^ 
act to minimize the maintenance of safe, quiet and tranquil con¬ 
ditions at the project. 

Many of the children from Brookmill go to school via the Whitmore 
Street thence up Westview Avenue and creating an additional B3B 
zone would further diminish the safety of these avenues for the 
children. In addition, Brookmill is currently planning a Day Care 
Center which envisions access by the parents bringing the chil¬ 
dren to this facility, not only to Millbrook Drive but Westview 
Avenue and Whitmore Streets, and this would be extremely bad for 
that intended purpose. Finally, Westview Avenue has several resi¬ 
dences that are modest though attractive, and have been main¬ 
tained so by the efforts of the citizens on that street; and, 
the proposed addition would thwart these efforts to maintain 
these in the most attractive fashion possible. 

For the above stated reasons, the Housing Authority hopes that the 
Commission, in its wisdom.will, reject the request for a change
